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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chang 
etal. (US 2003/0016698). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 7, Chang discloses a method for resetting MAC layer 
entity in a W-CDMA communication system using HSDPA (title). Chang discloses that 
the W-CDMA communication system comprises a RNC, a Node B (base station), and a 
UE (mobile terminal) (page 2, paragraph 24). In the scope of the invention, When a 
RLC (Radio Link Control) layer entity is reset due to occurrence of a protocol error, the 
systems resets both a MAC-hs (Medium Access Control-high speed) layer entity of the 
RLC layer entity and its counterpart RLC (abstract). 

Regarding claim 3, Chang teaches that the Node B has the MAC-hs layer and 
this layer is reset which therefore resets the MAC layer at the UE (page 2, paragraph 
24). 

Regarding claims 4 and 6, Chang teaches that the RNC sends RLC reset 
information to the base station, which causes a MAC-hs reset (page 5, paragraph 71). 
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Regarding claim 5, Chang teaches that the RLC reset information includes a 
control frame type that causes uplink and downlink synchronization of the Node B and 
therefore reconfigures channels of the UE (page 5, paragraph 71). 

Regarding claims 8 and 14, Chang discloses HARQ protocol and storing PDUs 
for retransmission (page 8, paragraphs 89 and 90). 

Regarding claims 9 and 10, Chang teaches that the sender MAC-hs discards 
transmission data temporarily stored in its internal buffer memory and suspends HARQ 
operation in response to a RLC reset (page 6 paragraph 76). 

Regarding claims 11-13, Chang teaches that the MAC segments and inserts 
MAC headers to the received RLC PDUs which is comprised of C/T which is an 
indicator for distinguishing logical channels in the same transport channel (RID field) 
(page 7, paragraph 81).
